tant to msko yonr contributions short 
and to tbo point. Tills ii a busy world, 
and pooplo have not muoli time to spare, 
Whatever Is to be said must be con- 
densed. Say It, whatever U Is, briefly. 


Whon you have finished a story or a 


sketch which you think vecy good in- 
deed, lay it »w»y In the farthest'corner 
of voiir deik, and leave It thore, by It- 
self, In tho dark, for a wholo week. 
Treat it at you do tbe per.ri which you 
wish to ripen. 'At the end of a week, 
take your story out and read It over. It 
will probably loom less dticrvlng than 
wheu you put it away, At all events, 
yon will loo Its faults moro clearly. 
Take your pencil, and sentence by aen- 
tonco crou out tho ne«dlttd adjeollvei, 
and substitute short words for the long 
onea.
